s ppi river to a suitable depth, but 
would do the same for important trib­ 
utaries of that river, if practicable. 
A great many believe that the W is ­ 
consin and Black rivers in W isconsin 
could be annie to carry freight if some 
attention were paid to them. 
Judge 
Reid was in Portage a week ago and 
b ’s investigations has shown him that 
there is a depth of four and a half feet 
of water in the Wisconsin river from 
Portage to Prairie du Chien for nine­ 
ty days every summer.

Th e secretary has consulted 
the best engineers but has had no sat­ 
isfactory answer. 
One steamer tows 
83,000 tons of coal down the Ohio 
river in a single trip, the largest load 
hauled in the country either by water 
or rail, yet the boat goes back empty 
and finds considerable difficulty even 
in hauling the empty barges. 
It is now proposed that the state of 
Wisconsin app* int a Waterways c o m ­ 
missioner, whose duty it shall be to 
get accurate information on this sub­ 
ject.

The normal child is a slumberous ani­ 
mal by nature's design. 
I f he does 
not 
sleep 
soundly 
the 
whole 
night 
through for eight to ten hours he Is not 
well and should be examined to deter­ 
mine the cause. 
A wakeful and night crying baby is 
nine times out of ten a badly fed baby. 
His wakefulness and crying are the 
calls for relief of a poorly digesting 
stomach and bowels. 
The food Is giv­ 
en too often or In too great quantity 
or it is of poor quality, and this may be 
the case when the baby is nourished in 
the natural way as well as when It Is 
fed from a bottle. 
In older children disturbed rest may 
be due to a variety of causes. 
In­ 
somnia Is very rare In children, but 
starting in the sleep, screaming and 
crying with terror, is not uncommon. A 
child who suffers from these night ter­ 
rors is not well. 
It is sometimes very difficult to de­ 
termine the cause, but there always Is 
a cause, and it should be patiently 
hunted for until found. 
The search 
should not be limited to the child, for 
the fault may Im1 that the bedclothes 
are too heavy, or not warm enough, or 
the room may be "stuffy,*’ or some­ 
times It is simply too durk. 
The child wakes for a second while 
turning over perhaps and, finding him­ 
self surrounded b y E g y p tia n darkness, 
Is filled with terror and shrieks. 
Indigestion may be a cause of dis­ 
turbed sleep in the child as well as in 
the adult, and It should be remembered 
that this indigestion may reside In the 
intestines, while the stomach performs 
its 
functions 
with 
faithfulness 
and 
regularity. 
One of the first signs of disease of 
the spine, the hip or some other joint 
is a night cry, and the possibility of 
some beginning trouble in the back or 
hip should be borne in mind. 
The presence of "adenoids" interfer­ 
ing with a proper supply of air to the 
lungs may be a disturlver of sleep, and 
so may be latent ear disease, the night 
ache of a decapped tooth or even stone 
in the bladder. 
Sometimes night terrors are a purely 
nervous affection, 
like epilepsy, and 
sometimes they persist, like a bad hab­ 
it, ufter the existing cause has been re­ 
moved or has disappeared of itself. 
Tile child who cries out In the night 
should not be shaken and scolded, for 
if the cause is nervousness this will on­ 
ly make the trouble worse, and lf there 
is any physical cause for the trouble it 
should be sought for and remedied.— 
New York Telegram.
